Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Pussyclips.2 

is: Refused Approval 

If approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

Pursuant to Reg28(3)(a) of the Regulations the Classification Office considers that if the film 
poster were submitted unders si 3(1) of the Act for a decision on its classification the film poster 
would be likely to be classified under s23 of the Act as objectionable for the following reasons. 

The portrayal of splayed female labia, the use of derogatory vernacular, coupled with 
extreme close up views of female pubic hair that is hung with earring is depicted in a manner 
which dominates the mailing box, placing an excessive focus on female genitalia. The 
manner of the depiction reduces the female image to the sum of its genitalia. This is 
considered to colour the mailing box to such a degree that its availability is likely to be 
injurious to the public good.
